Blocked roads cause 
problems at airport

Massive 4-inch rainfalls 
quickly flooded Romulus road¬ 
ways (many hampering traffic 
to and from Detroit Metro Air¬ 
port) and heavy lightning 
strikes delayed many flights 
out of the airport Monday 
night. 

It was reported that all four 
Romulus Fire Department sta¬ 
tions responded to the storm 
detail with key trouble areas 
listed as the Eureka-Inkster 
Roads area and the local hotel 
district. 

Tuesday afternoon several 
traffic lights were still not 
functioning along Ecorse Road 
because of the storm. Large 
metal stop signs were set up in 
their place. 

The majority of the fire de¬ 
partment distress calls were to 
aid stranded motorists, en¬ 
force road closures and assist 
at a couple of lightning strikes 
and/or down or arcing electric 
wires. 

Mayor William Oakley said 
heavy flooding occurred also 
on Wayne Road under 1-94, 
causing some drivers to flee or 
be rescued from their stalled 
vehicles early in the evening. 

In addition Romulus emer¬ 
gency teams were called upon 
to rescue numerous motorists 
and other citizens during the 
height of the storm between 6 
and 8 p.m. on Merriman Road 
and other streets. 

Ironically Oakley said fol¬ 
lowing the Monday night coun¬ 
cil meeting, he only heard of 
one call from a local resident 
reporting a flooded basement. 

It is strongly believed that 
many other homes probably 
also were flooded, but occu¬ 
pants were trying to handle 
the problem on their own. 

Numerous neighborhood 
roads also were impacted for 
hours by the intense storm. 

Miraculously with the rapid 
number of visible lightning 
shocks, the fire department re¬ 
ported “no structure fires.” 

Councilman William Crova 
said Romulus City Hall itself 
had some flooding problems, 
cancelling live coverage of the 
Romulus Council meeting on

local cable Monday night.

Michael Conway, Detroit 
Metro Airport spokesman, said 
“the biggest problem we had 
Monday night was the flooded 
roadways adjacent to the air¬ 
port.” 

Conway added “those 
flooded roadways made travel 
to and from the airport almost 
impossible. 

“All local hotels were 
booked up early in the eve¬ 
ning,” he said, “and we found 
some openings at hotels in 
Ann Arbor, but stranded pas¬ 
sengers had no way of getting 
there.” 

In most cases drainage sys¬ 
tems worked well on the air¬ 
port property, Conway said, 
but there was some reported 
flooding in one airport parking 
lot and luggage area. 

Airport personnel quickly 
set up systems for standed pas¬ 
sengers to use airport blankets 
and other personal items. 

Romulus School Superin¬ 
tendent Joel Carr said Ro¬ 
mulus schools suffered little 
or no ill effects from the storm, 
but school officials and 
trustees had problems getting 
home from Monday night’s 
board meeting. 

Carr, who resides in Dear¬ 
born, said his trip home dou¬ 
bled in time, since many of the 
key roadways were flooded by 
the time the meeting ended 
about 8 p.m.

Why do firemen wear red 
suspenders? 

Naturally to hold their 
pants up! 

That ageless joke was used 
for years by Romulus Fire De¬ 
partment’s recently retired 
Battalion Chief Don Schmidt 
as he spoke to local elemen¬ 
tary school children about fire 
safety. 

Schmidt earlier last month 
made the tough decision after 
30 years to retire from a a job 
he held with great esteem. 

When asked by this writer to 
stop by to answer a few career 
questions, his wife, Deborah, 
asked if she and their son, 
Jason, could join the verbal 
walk down memory lane. 

What an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity I thought to pay tribute 
and at the same time share in a 
volunteer fireman’s farewell to 
not only his favorite pasttime, 
but also his lifelong passion. 

Schmidt is the son of a ca¬ 
reer Rochester, N.Y. volunteer 
fireman. He was only three 
years old when he was first in¬ 
troduced to a vol’s life, with his 
dad spending 40 years as fire¬ 
fighter in the Lake Shore Fire 
District. 

In those days despite the 
fact vol’s received no monetary 
compensation for their often 
life-saving efforts, the local 
fire hall became his family’s 
second home. 

They spent many hours 
there jointly, with picnics in 
the summer, Christmas parties 
in the winter and weddings 
and baby showers in the 
months in between, Schmidt 
revealed. 

The business of putting out 
fires became not only a way of 
life for the firefighters, 
Schmidt said, but a time of fel¬ 
lowship for their families also. 

Schmidt, who works for 
Delta Airlines, was switched to 
Michigan in 1968. A year later 
he married his wife. Deb, and 
in 1970 they moved to Ro¬ 
mulus. 


That Nov. 21 he was hired as 
a city volunteer firefighter and 
was attached to Station Four, 
then located at Eureka and 
Brandt. 

His first year, Schmidt re¬ 
calls, he responded to only 26 
calls and was paid $5 for the 
first hour and $4 for any addi¬ 
tional hours. 

Today the Romulus Fire De¬ 
partment responds to more 
than 2000 calls per year and 
they receive between $10.40 
and $13.60 per hour depending 
on their level of training. 

The Schmidt’s have two 
grown children, Tracy and 
Jason, who work with their 
mom operating several group 
homes in the Oakland County 
area. 

Tracy was in Europe at the 
time of the interview, but son 
Jason remembers the days 
when he could play basketball 
at the fire station, while his 
dad was out responding to a 
fire call. 

He also recalls once getting 
a bike for Christmas and ri¬ 
ding it inside the fire station 
when there was too much snow 
outdoors. 

Jason also remembers be¬ 
ing rushed to an area hospital, 
after getting his arm caught in¬ 
side an old wringer washing 
machine. 

With a smile on his face 
Jason also remembers moon¬ 
ing a lady out the rear window 
of a school bus, only to find out 
later that day that the woman 
actually was the fire chief’s 
wife. 

Tracy also remembered, her 
mother explained, a time 
when a foreign exchange stu¬ 
dent was living with them 
when fallen Firefighter 
Leonard Gierak, died in the 
line of duty. 

It was the first time Schmidt 
would be called upon to serve 
as pallbearer in a ceremony 
for a fellow fireman. 

Tracy remembers when she 
and her foreign student (who 
became good friends) helped 
her dad prepare for his duties 
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volved in the Goodfellows tra¬ 
dition also. 

One other missing element 
in the Schmidt household was 
recorded recently with the 
passing of their family dog, 
who “kept my spot in bed 
warm, while I was out fighting 
fires in the middle of the 
night.” 

Schmidt said he remained 
for 30 long years, because he 
relished the opportunities of 
working with other father and 
son teams -- such as the Pec- 
senye’s, the Wilhide’s, the 
Marchel’s, the Daughen- 
baugh’s and the Ladach’s. 

Despite many changes 
about to occur in the Fire De¬ 
partment — veteran firefigh¬ 
ters said it seems a little 
strange not to see Schmidt on 
the “fire line.” 


by sitting on a table so he and 
his peers could get used to lift¬ 
ing them into the hose bed of a 
fire engine - a place of honor 
for a fallen comrade. 

Schmidt’s wife also remem¬ 
bers emotionally the time Don 
came home from fighting an 
apartment fire — that was 
caused by fireworks explod¬ 
ing. 

“He sat along side the bed, 
resting his head in his hands,” 
she related, “and exclaimed 
‘we lost Leonard tonight’!” 

That was July 5,1987. What a 
tough year that was for local 
firefighters - because less 
than six weeks later (Aug. 16, 
1987) Flight 255 crashed near 
Detroit Metro Airport. 

Deb said her husband never 
turned off the fire department 
radio and went back to sleep 
during his three decades with 
the Romulus Fire Department. 

Schmidt also has strong 
memories of his career days. 

One of the most memorable, 
he said, was back in the 70’s 
when a pipeline/propane ex¬ 
plosion occurred on Northline, 
just west of Inkster Road. 


As he was arriving at the 
scene that hot and muggy 
night, Schmidt recalls “every¬ 
thing was on fire, the trees and 
the grass, four or five hours 
and raw propane was just 
pouring out over the ground 
there.” 

From the vision on his face, 

it was apparent that the mem¬ 
ory had been seared into his 
mind forever...as the fire fight¬ 
ing effort three straight days. 

In those days, he reminded 
us, firefighter’s wives cooked 
meals for their husbands and 
brought the meals to the fire 
scene. 

He also remembers a major 
fire at the Mendrix dump at 
which time the wives brought 
large amounts of Sloppy Joes 
to the scene and served them 
out of buckets. 

One other ironic incident 
also stands out in Schmidt’s 
memory, when he was late for 
work at Delta because he first 
had been fighting a fire and 
then was locked in a freezer at 
Piero’s Restaurant, while it 
was being held up.

Schmidt also remembers 
pacing at the hospital the day 
his son, Jason, was born. His 
wife remembers seeing him 
walking up and down prior to 
her delivery and remembered 
it was time for his monthly 
firefighter meeting. 

Deb remembers telling him 
“okay! Go ahead, I know you 
are dying to get to your meet¬ 
ing.” 

One part of the firefighter’s 
life will not change however 
with his retirement, Schmidt 
vows. He will continue show¬ 
ing up on Goodfellows news¬ 
paper sales days. 

He has never missed a 
Goodfellows’ sales day in the 
past 30 years and hopes to con¬ 
tinue that legacy for many 
years to come. 

Deb - who sadly has lost the 
lower portion of one leg — 
equally vows to remain in-

City clerk is in need

City Clerk Kimberly Turner 
is in need of a few good men 
and women. They’re needed to 
fill jobs for the November gen¬ 
eral election. 

“Because we’re faced with a 
Presidential Election and an¬ 
ticipate a more than usual vo¬ 
ter turnout for this election, 
we’re going to need to employ 
an additional 20 election in¬ 
spectors at the polls,” said 
Turner, during a telephone in¬ 
terview on Thursday. 

The 20 candidates will be 
compensated for their ser¬ 
vices, added the City Clerk. 
They also will be invited to at¬ 
tend a special seminar where 
election officials will explain 
the inspector’s duties and re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

The General Election, 


which will decide the presi¬ 
dency along with a shopping 
list of other national, state, 
county, as well as a handful of 
state and county proposals, 
will be conducted Tuesday, 
Nov. 7. 

Locally, between 65 to 75 
percent of the registered vo¬ 
ters usually participate in an 
election that decides the U.S. 
presidency. 

In the August primary, less 
than 20 percent of the voters 
turned out to nominate the 
candidates. 

Turner believes that the 65 
to 75 percentage will hold true 
when voters go to the polls in 
November. “Voters usually 
turn out to vote in presidential 
elections,” she noted. 

In order to qualify for one of 
the election inspector’s jobs, 
candidates must attend a semi¬ 
nar on job description and 


qualifications scheduled for 7 
p.m. on Nov. 2 at the Booker T. 
Dozier Recreation Complex. 

The recreation center is lo¬ 
cated on Middlebelt Road, 
about a quarter of a mile north 
of Michigan Avenue. 

Those who are selected to 
work on election day will be 
supervised by a precinct chair¬ 
person. There are 17 precincts 
in the city of Inkster. Prospec¬ 
tive candidates for the one- 
day, paid-position must be 18 
or older, United States citizens 
and residents of Wayne 
County. 

“The candidate doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily have to be an Inkster 
resident,” Turner stressed, 
“but they must reside in 
Wayne County.”

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Assignment Eadeh - bring 
peace to Westland council 


Joe Eadeh, I don’t envy you. You 
must have an overwhelming sense 
of adventure or lived in the Big 
Brother house far too long to have 
taken on the thankless position of 
Westland council person. Don’t you 
know life as you once knew it will 
now be under two microscopes as 
both sides - the Griffin and Cox 
team and the recall activists will 
expect you to vote with them? 

The roller coaster ride for West- 
land council people has been 
bumpy. Along the way Sharon Scott 
chose to vacate her seat rather 
than be subject to a recall. Now 
three others, Trav Griffin, David 
Cox and David James await a date 
in which their names will be 
placed on a recall ballot. 

Eadeh comes aboard after seven 
candidates before him had been re- 
jected by the majority of the 
council. Eadeh, a former planning 
commissioner for Westland and the 
owner of his own construction com¬ 
pany, is thought to be an indepen¬ 
dent thinker, and one who has the 
support of both sides of the council 
table. Griffin and Cox, as well as 
recall workers, as you read this, 
feel Eadeh will make a good coun- 
cilperson. 

That’s a good start. Many of us 
expected this council meeting to 
end in chaos as Griffin and Cox 
shoved through their candidate of 
choice. To their credit, however, 
this did not happen and the meet¬ 
ing was as orderly as a Westland 
council meeting has been in the 
year 2000. 

Don’t expect this temporary 
peace to become permanent, how¬ 
ever. With the impending recall 
and threats by Griffin to sue all 
who dare cross him, the Council 
will continue to be embroiled in 
turmoil. Eadeh has a slim window 
of opportunity to establish a sensi¬ 
ble presence and bring orderliness 
to the chaos. Many of us hope he 



takes ad¬ 
vantage of 
the oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Cries of

forced Westland to appoint a com¬ 
mittee to investigate the charges 
and offer suggestions to see that 
police officers and others were 
more sensitive to minorities. Al¬ 
though the committee was desper¬ 
ately needed, the good idea has 
gone awry. 

First off, every committee ap¬ 
pointee is associated with the City 
in some manner. Several make 
their living with that association. 
Others are cozy to the current ad¬ 
ministration or council president. 
Because of these associations, 
none have the ability to offer sug¬ 
gestions independently. 

Some critics say this Westland 
committee would be like the City of 
Los Angeles appointing council 
people, administrators and cam¬ 
paign workers to a committee to in¬ 
vestigate Darryl Gates and his po¬ 
lice department. It just isn’t right. 
You should appoint concerned citi¬ 
zens that are independent from re¬ 
lationships with City Hall. 

Secondly, we are told the com¬ 
mittee has had three meetings and 
very little has been accomplished. 
At one of the meetings not enough 
members were present so a quo¬ 
rum was not available. 

Fortunately, Police Chief Emery 
Price has taken the charges to 
heart. He is actively engaging his 
officers in racial profiling sensitiv¬ 
ity classes. He recognizes the issue 
is real and is willing to see that 
something is done about it. Hope¬ 
fully the committee will follow his 
lead and institute racial profiling 
policies that make Westland a 
credit to its racially diverse popu¬ 
lation.

Ray Blow, 39 - the author of 
two postcards smearing Glenn An¬ 
derson in the waning moments of 
the Aug. 8 Democratic primary for 
18th District House rep - was cre¬ 
mated Saturday at the Central 
Wayne County Sanitation Authori¬ 
ty Incinerator and sold as low 
grade electricity to Detroit Edi¬ 
son. 

“It was the least we could do,” 
said an Authority spokeswoman, 
tidying up a messy situation. 

On Friday, garbage handlers 
spotted Blow’s body buried in 
refuse on a loading dock at the in¬ 
cinerator

Then in a rare moment of in¬ 
spiration, Thomas decided to re¬ 
port Blow’s death to Police Chief 
Emery Price, hoping to implicate 
the Authority in a homicide, en¬ 
abling the city to break its con¬ 
tract 

“Be right over, Sherlock,” Price 
said to the mayor 

While all bets were off on 
whether Price and Thomas could 
solve the mystery of Blow’s death, 
the case cleared up one mystery: 
the mystery of what the absentee 
mayor has been doing all year 


School voucher ballot language misleads 


One thing we should have 
learned by now from the Lottery 
and Proposal A (school funding) 
issues is that wording of ballot 
proposals does not tell the whole 
story. The actual amendment to 
the State Constitution will be the 
language that was adopted by the 
state legislature. 

The language on the ballot is 
limited, by law, to 100 words or 
less. The actual amendment runs 
nearly 500 (494) words. As is said, 
the devil is in the details. 

Ballot Proposal 1, sponsored by 
Kids First! Yes!, promises “guar¬ 
anteed school funding, teacher 



testing and school choice.” 

The devil in the detail is the 
phrase, “as provided by law.” Law, 
in this case, being whatever the 
legislature and governor agree to 
implement What would actually 
be guaranteed is the following 
(subject to minimums frozen in 
the constitution). 


The combined total of state and 
local taxes collected (ostensibly 
for schools) would continue to 
grow particularly as local proper¬ 
ty increases in value and new de¬ 
velopment comes on board. (Pub¬ 
lic school districts would lose 
their “guaranteed” per pupil 
grants if they lower the operating 
millage rate below that levied in 
the year 2000.) 

Private and religious schools 
that accept vouchers would sub¬ 
ject themselves to mandatory 
teacher testing by the state and 
any other requirements the legis¬ 
lature and governor put into effect 


in the future. They would get no 
more than half the state per pupil 
grant received by public schools. 

In other words, it’s a win/win 
situation for state government. 
Not only would the state spend 
less in per pupil grants as a result 
of students leaving public schools 
(which includes charter schools) 
to attend private and religious 
schools, but the “savings” could be 
spent on other pet projects used to 
buy constituents’ votes. 

Additionally, the state would 
gain control over any private or 
religious school foolish enough to 
accept the vouchers. 



“He’s my best sleuth,” said the 
chief, who revealed that Thomas 
has been teaming up with Price to 
solve Westland’s most heinous 
crimes.

The Saturday death of be¬ 
loved Sumpter community 
member Donald Rochon has 
saddened the community. It 
has also created some election 
confusion.

But Larkin 
said the county political com¬ 
mittee, or the 13th Congressio- 
nal Democratic District 
Organization, will determine 
by a vote who should be on the 
ballot. 

Besides being missed on the 
ballot, Rochon’s friends said 
he’ll be missed every day. 
Sumpter deputy clerk said, 
“He was such a wonder per¬ 
son, and he volunteered so 
much of his time and energy in 
so many capacities,” citing his 
former activities on the towns¬ 


hip’s fire department, and his 
efforts in the parks and recre¬ 
ation committee. 

Rochon was a longtime em¬ 
ployee of the Van Buren Pub- 
lic Schools building and 
grounds department. His su¬ 
pervisor, Ed Randolph, the de¬ 
partment’s director, said he 
didn’t know exactly how long 
Rochon had been employed 
with the schools, but “He was 
there when I got there 26 years 
ago.” 

Rochon was recently hon¬ 
ored as Sumpter Township’s 
Volunteer of the Year. 

Rochon continued to work 


until he suddenly became ill 
six weeks ago. Rochon is sur¬ 
vived by his wife, Margaret, 
three children, three grand¬ 
children, his father, Leonard 
and stepmother Helen.

Gray scores 3 TDs, rushes for 312 yards

Getting a record-setting per¬ 
formance out of running back 
Michael Gray, Inkster shot down 
Willow Run’s Flyers, 30-27, in a 
game that Viking coach Mark 
Townsend “was a must for his 
team.”
